There 
are thousands of English women who 
regard the w ithholding of th eir claim 
as a Just and sufficient cause for 
open and rebellious battle, even to

tion. In o th er words they will die 
ra th e r than yield. 
F or a period of th irty years these 
women have been asking for the re­ 
moval of sex disqualification of the 
rights of citizenship. Some of them 
have grown gray in the service. They 
have Included in th eir num ber some 
of the very b rig h test m inds of wo­ 
m anhood and have had the gallant 
and able support of statesm en. More­ 
over they have been prom ised th a t 
th e ir claim should be m ade a m in­ 
isterial question and resolutions have 
passed the house of comm ons in fa­ 
vor of th eir dem and. A q u arter of 
a century ago th e rig h t to vote was 
conceded to women for m unicipal of­ 
fice* and women have shared in the 
election of m em bers of city councils. 
This conceded, they have urged th at 
th e w ithholding from them the fran ­ 
chise in parliam entary elections is 
illogical and tyrannical and th a t the 
long and freq u en t postponem ent of 
prom ised rig h ts mocks them into a 
sense of grevlous Irritation. 
They believe th a t m any of the un­ 
equal laws to which the sex is sub­ 
ject would be rem oved if. like th eir 
fath ers 
and 
brothers, they could 
wield the power of the ballot in the 
election of men. 
They are aw are of all the senti­ 
m ental objections which are raised* 
against w om an's suffrage. They have 
been told so often th a t th eir place 
is a t home caring for the children 
th a t they have grown w eary of the 
repeated answ er. Ju st because they 
are m others and sisters they claim 
they have need of the power to se­ 
lect law m akers. 
To those who express the fear th at 
politics would m ar the refinem ent 
and blunt th e susceptibilities of the 
sex they have answ ered som etim es 
satirically th a t men do n ot fear these 
things when they sum m on women 
into a public court as witnesses, or 
when they w ant th eir services In 
hospitals or as nurses on the field 
of battle. W omen are called by ne­ 
cessity and convenience into all kinds 
of posts of public service: the post­ 
office, banks, hotels, telegraph aud 
telephone offices. They are sought 
for on th e stage and hundreds of av­ 
enues of em ploym ent are dem anding 
them , and yet men tell them th a t an 
occasional visit to a voting station 
would sully th eir character. 
Perhaps th eir strongest 
plea 
is 
th a t of justice. W omen are not ex­ 
em pt from taxation— they are sub­ 
ject to law and are not relieved from 
its penalties. 
W bather they are able to convince 
the world of the righteousness of 
th eir claim s or not these women have

Crosse City Railway company. 
North Side Improvements 
Macadam 
pavement was laid in 
North La Crosse costing in the ag­ 
gregate $16,500. On Clinton street 
5,4 4 7 square yards were laid; on 
Berlin street 5,4 75 yards; on George 
street 3.937 yards, and on Charles 
street 973 yards were laid. Beside this 
the city filled in all cross streets and 
corners, which are not included in 
these figures. 
According to these figures a total 
of 15,83 5 feet of pavement has been 
laid on the north side at a cost of 
$16,500. It would appear from this 
that macadam pavement costs over 
a dollar per yard, but this is not the 
case, inasmuch as the figures include

curbing,

ap­ 
proaches and manholes. Mr. Bradish 
estimates the cost per square yard 
for plain macadam pavement a t 85 
cents. 
On King street 1,055 yards of 
pavement was put in, and the alley 
between Main, King, Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets was paved with 
brick at a cost of approximately $3,- 
200. This cost was borne by the prop­ 
erty owners who requested th at the 
improvement be made. 
Permanent Booths 
The gum of $1,300 has been ex­ 
pended for permanent election booths 
during the past year. 
Four booths 
were installed. They are located in 
the Vine street, Redfield, Hogan and 
Third ward schools. 
The board of pubic works is now- 
laying a Sarco asphalt surface on 
three blocks of King street as an ex­ 
periment at a cost of $2,800.

A trunk sewer w-as laid on Missis­ 
sippi street 2,700 feet long and el­ 
liptical in shape, measuring 52x78 
inches. 
The cost was $3,300. Anoth­ 
er sewer connecting with this wa* 
laid from the John Gund Brewing 
company’s plant to Mississippi street, 
a distance of 3.03 0 feet. The sewer 
ranges from 24 to 39 inches in di­ 
ameter and ct>st approximately $1,-

An outlet sewer was laid on Front

The Haljey comet schedule Is so 
arranged that It appears onlv once 
to each generation of m ankind. It 
was here in 1835 and since then is 
estim ated to have traveled 
6.899 - 
OOO.OOO miles 
It will he earest the 
.'Olar globe on the t h 'r t e e n th of next 
April. T he greatest brightness is ex- 


tively. (H e did not guess its identity 
with the com ets of 1456 and 1066). 
If the th ree were Identical, then the 
sam e comet o u g h t to re tu r n again 
after a n o th e r interval of about 7K 
years. Accordingly, Hailey ventured 
the prediction that the comet would 
be back again in 1758. 
E dm und Hailey died in 1 842 be­ 
fore his prediction had been f u l f i l l ­ 
ed. but astro n o m ers of the day fol­ 
lowed his prophesy and watched for 
the comet in 1758, and s u r e enough 
it appeared. Because Hailey d e te r­ 
mined 
its periodicity 
astronom ers 
havp named the comet which appears 
one* in every 7 6 years th e Hallev 
comet.
